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American National Parks 


was’ recently made in the public 
prints of the organization, in the city of W ktakton, of 
the National Parks Association. Included in the list of 
trustees chosen to direct the affairs of the association are 
several men whose names are familiar the world over, but 
whose work as educators has been identified with some 
of the leading colleges in the east of the. United States. 
This may be explained, if an explanation ‘is desired, by 
the fact that one of the objects to be sought by the asso- 
ciation is “to interpret the natural sciences illustrated in 
the scenic features of the parks.” It will be sought also, 
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it is announced, to circulate popular information concern- 


ing the parks; to encourage popular study of the history, 
exploration, tradition, and folk lore of national parks and 
monuments; and to encourage the extension of the na- 
tional park system to represent, by consistently great ex- 
amples, the full range of American scenery. Furthermore, 
an attempt will be made to develop the national monu- 
ments into a system illustrative of the range of prehistoric 
civilization and early exploration and history. It may 
be, also, that this new interest manifested in the east in 
the subject of national parks 1s due, in part at least, to 
the quite recent establishment of Lafayette National 
Park, the latest acquisition of the government in that 
line, and the only national park east of the Mississippi 
River. This park, comprising about 5000 acres, includes 
the greater portion ot the mountainous center of Met. 
Desert Island, and the lands around [tagle Lake and 
Jordan's Pond, near Bar Harbor, Maine, as well as the 
tops of Green Mountain,. Pickett Mountain, and parts 
of Newport and Dry mountains and Fawn Pond and 
its shores, including Beehive Mountaim and Barr's Hill, 
overlooking the village of Seal Harbor. 
national parks was acquired by the government through 
the public-spirited action of what 1s known as the summer 
colony at Bar Harbor, organized some twenty vears ago, 
under the direction of Charles \W. Eliot, then president 
of Harvard University, for the purpose of acquiring title 
to the lands now embraced within the boundaries of this 
park. 

But the revival of interest in the national parks of 
the United States is not confined to New E alate. Con- 
ditions which have made [European traveling impossible 
to Americans during recent years have served to direct 
tourists in ever-increasing numbers to the great plav- 
grounds in the west and southwest. It has been estimated 
that Americans spent $286,000,000 annually foreign 
sightseeing, before the war. Many of those who traveled 
afar have, it is said, become convinced that thev, quite 
contrary to American custom, had been leaving the best 
bargain untouched while they sought scenery, education, 
and recreation in other lands. 
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Islanders Who Know No Law 


SCATTERED over the islands off the coast of the State 
of Maine are children who are so cut off from the ordi- 
nary educational advantages of the more populous dis- 
tricts on the mainland that they would be practically 
without school if it were not for the traveling teachers 
who move systematically amongst the islands, remaining 
a short time with each group of children successively, giv- 
ing and hearing lessons, and directing their study in a 
manner that makes it effective and keeps the most tisolated 
children abreast of the course of instruction as given in 
regular graded schools. kor this sort of work Maine 
deserves praise. But that the mere provision of schooling 
ig not meeting the whole situation in many of the larger 
islands is becoming clearer with each succeeding year. 
It is becoming clear that children on the islands may learn 
to read, and write, and cipher, may in fact show a very 
fair degree of proficiency in a majority of the subjects in 
the school curriculum, without getting anything that re- 
sembles a good idea of citizenship or of the responsi- 
bilities which citizenship entails for individuals. So it 
comes about that whole generations of islanders are grow- 
ing to maturity with only lax and ill-formed notions of 
their duties to the State and the community of which 
they form a, part. lor many of them, indeed, their 
personal comfort, or interest, or whim is the only;com- 
pelling force euiding their activities; and more. than one 
island off the Maine coast, outwardly peace-loviny and 
mild-mannered, perhaps accustomed to give to scores 
of summer residents a bland but imperturbable welcome 
with each recurrigg vacation Season, is essentially law- 
less, having representatives Of state and local authority in 
name but not in fact. 

The lack of law often shows itself in something akin to 
the gang-spirit such as that which so often provides work 
for the police in the meaner sections of cities. Perhaps it 
is traceable, in large degree, to the lack of occupation of 
the boys and young men, who show a tendency to ride 
roughshod over any island people or visitors who get 
their way or ‘seem likely, 1! annoyed, to express them- 
selyes in a manner to afford amusement or diversion 
for the tormentors. But in quest of such diversion, the 
island youth thinks nothing of destroying property, lock- 
ing summer residents out of their cottages, devastating 
flower beds and shrubbery, or breaking windows or roo!s 
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in a career of petty wreckage that often leaves wind and 
rain free to amplify a damage which these alone could 
never have begun. These things are not the extent 
of license common in the islands: and the damage to 
property is not the sum total of their effect. The weight 
of the evil is in the fact that these things can go on, 
increasingly, without definite check from any person 
In atithority ; or if a check, then at best no adequate cor- 
rection ; simplv because, in most cases, the few individuals 
who in island communities nominally represent the 
authority of the law are so related to the other islanders, 
either through marriage, long acquaintanceship, or some 
bond of patronage, that their exercise of the laws 
authority 1s desultory and ineffectual: In a word, 
the only constable on an island is also the postmaster 
and the onlv storekeeper, his popularity and success as 
mail-handler and merchant may depend more than 
outsiders would be likely to imagine on his ability to 
view his constabulary duties with the same levity with 
which they are viewed by nine-tenths of the island 
population. 

So these islands, or many of them, are vi 
munities “without the law, tolerating indignities and 
injuries, by certain of the inhabitants upon others, in a 
fashion that would call for prompt and effectual police 
activity if manifested in well-organized towns or cities. 
And the educational work that Maine-is doing 1s not 
reaching the difficulty, because the situation requires 
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something more than books, and reading, and good school- 


What is needed is something to amuse and 
interest islant’ boys and girls, occupy their energies, lead 
them into legitimate activities that will not only teach 
them self-development, but make them see it as something 
worth having. Their lives have drifted too easily; they 
have known too little, rather than too much, of hardship; 
they have had so little of community restraints that 
they have lost the key to community. life. They have 
already what schools can give them, but they need the 
influence of the.social center. Maine should find a way 
to mericanize these island Americans. 
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Humor and the Humorist 


ANY person who looks up the word humor in a real 
dictionary, it 1s necessary to insist on the adjective 
because there are so many dictionaries whose only title 
to the term 1s ten letters printed on their backs, may be 
surprised to learn that humor 1s not necessarily a syno- 
nym for fun or for facetiousness, but means primarily 
a state of mind or a mood. Consequently the world’s 
humors are its inclinations, of which the most insistent, 
according to the poets, philosophers, and historians, from 
Tacitus to Milton, at any rate, 1s ambition, the sin by 
which, according to Shakespeare, the angels fell. The 
humors of the crowd, then, which have so fascinated 
“Mr. Spectator.’ trom the days of Haroun al Raschid 
to those of the **Young Man with the Cream TVarts,” have 
never, strictly speaking, been its wit, but its. moods, 
though wit might easily be one of these. 

Anybodv who wil spend even so much as a desul- 
tory half hour with so charming a book as “The English 
Humorists” will discover this without effort. The table 
ot contents alone will let him into the secret. There are 
twelve of these humorists, and there is not a single pro- 
fessional laughter-maker amongst the lot. They are all 
historians, as it were, of Societys moods. They are 
worth recalling, these twelve names of men who helped 
to make eighteenth centurv [england what it was. First 
there is the great Dean of Patrick's, the man whose 
“seve indignatio” burned, like a hot iron, the most play- 
ful of his own pages; and then there was Congreve, who 
wrote the most brilliant, perhaps, of all [english comedies, 
the writer whose dialogue stabs and flashes like the fence 
of two master-swordsmen. Atter them come the parents 
of Mr. Spectator himself, that wanderer in the streé¢ts 
of Queen Anne’s London, as the Caliph wandered in the 
lanes of old Bagdad. [our very notable names in all. 
Next is Matthew Prior, in his own words, 

The son of Adam and of Eve; 
Can Bourbon or Nassau claim higher? 
have known, for he was secretary to the 
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Embassy at The Hague, and, in the days 
Ramillies wigs, ambassador in Paris, as well as the 
writer of some very delectable verse. John Gay, the 
silk-mercer’s apprentice, completes the first half dozén,— 
Gav who wrote the Ilad of the Toby, with Captain 
Macheath for Achilles, and Polly Peachum for its Helen. 

Scarcely less remarkable are t ie remaining six. There 
is Mr. Pope, Mr. Alexander Pope of Twickenham, who 
put Milord Bolingbroke’s metaphysics into verse, and 
earned the gratitude of the world by providing it with 
an untold number of epigrams for quotation ; and there 
is Hogarth the painter, the man who made Georgian 
London plain to every one with eyes to see, the “Roast 
Beef of Old England” and the Guards, Tyburn and St. 
James, the Llouse of Correction and the Mansion House. 
And what Hogarth did with his brush, that did Fielding 
and Smollett with their pens. In “Tom Jones” and in 
“Roderick Random” the [English village and the English 
Navy, of that most religious monarch, George II, live 
again, with all the humors of the lite of “the green” or 
between decks. [wo more great names make up the 
dozen,—Goldsmith and Sterne. What Smollett did for 
the Navy, Sterne accomplished for the Army. My Uncle 
Toby and Caporal Trim are two of the greatest por- 
traits in the world, greater even than those of Uncle 
and Admiral Trunnion. As for Goldsmith, 
every one knows Auburn and Wakeheld. Here again, 
in absolute perfection, is the drawing of the countryside, 
not as something humorous, but in all its humors, if, as 
the modern may be allowed to clash with 
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an example, 
the Augustan. 

The Augustans certainly would never have degraded 
the humorist to a mere fun begetter. Here is how one 
of the greatest of them regarded the matter, 


In all thy humors, whether grave or mellow, 
Thou'’rt such a touchy, testy, pleasant fellow, 
Hast so much wit and mirth and spleen about thee, 
There is no living with thee or without thee.

ONE mav easily 

wio fashioned himself an automobile body from a section 
Ot.a fallen redwodd tree owns an exceptional car, and, 
from the description, a remarkably serviceable one.

I’m sick 
of all this bowin & scrapin & crawlin & hurrain over a boy 
like me. I would rather go through the country quietly & 
enjoy myself in my own way with the other boys, & not 
be made a show of to be garped at by everybody.’”” Here 
again, perhaps, the old saying that many a true word is 
spoken in jest fitted the situation; nor is it impossible 
that the present royal visitor would agree that Artemus 
was a shrewd guesser of politely concealed thoughts. 


COMMENTING on the revival of Alpine climbing, a 
writer in a bulletin of the National Geographic Soc€ty of 
Washington notes the comparative modernity of. what 
some of its.followers have called the “‘noblest of sports.” 


I’rom the earliest times the sea has tempted adventurers, 


but only within the later centuries have men been drawn 
to climb mountains, and the adventure has become a 
well-known sport only since the formation of the English 
Alpine Club, in 1857. The historic ascent of Mont Blanc 
in 1786 seems to stand as a reasonable beginning, al- 
though there had been sporadic climbing during the 
hundred years or so before. Reports since the armistice 
show that climbing in the Alps has lost nothing of its 


fascination. 


Most British writers, more especially newspaper men 
find their way sooner or later 
to London, and there abide. Edward Russell, who has 
just been made the recipient of high honors owing to the 
work he has done for the British provincial press, is a 
notable exception to this rule. For many years Lord 
Russell has been connected with the Liverpool Daily 
Post; only for three years in his long career was he 
an habitué of Fleet Street. It was during that time that 
he was connected with the famous Victorians, John 
Bright, Justin McCarthy, and John Morley, on the Lon- 
don press. It is well known that before anybody had 
heard of Irving, Russell had predicted for him a great 
future in the dramatic world. 


NATURALLY the professional dealer in autographs 
looks at them from an angle other than that of the en- 
thusiastic gentleman who collects as a hobby, particularly 
when thinking of buying some enthusiastic gentleman’s 
collection and wondering whether the few autographs 
that seem worth buymg are enough of an investment to 
repay buying all the worthless ones that come with them. 
Such a dealer has recently answered the question as to 
where his autographs come from by saying that he 
watches the catalogues and sales all over the world. 
but depends particularly upon advertisements that he will 
buy letters. “A collector,” he says, ‘can only learn by 
experience, and this experience 1s apt to come rather 
high.” This does not seem calculated to increase. the 
number of enthusiastic gentlemen who will. begin col- 
lecting autographs.
